EVIDENCE OF MR. SPENCER 

Mr. Spencer is the Region's Acting 
Commissioner of Engineering. He referred to Exhibit #2 
and advised the hearing that watermains had been in- 
Stalled in the 1960's but no storm or sewer facilities. 
The drainage of the area had been a problem since the 
annexation of Barton Township by the City of Hamilton. 
There was a history of pollution problems stemming from 
small lots with heavy clay type soil making for poor 
drainage; and residents had petitioned the City ot 
Hamilton and the Region to extend full services to the 
area. In or about 1981 Regional Council had decided to 
accelerate storm drainage, to open up Upper James Street 
to commercial development and thereby acquire new 
assessments. In Exhibit #2 the area outlined in red . 
Pee iehin tne Official Plan, 1s 00 ve. developed 
with capital works to be carried out over a five year 
period from 1961. 

The proposed trunk sewer is the last 


project being undertaken in that capital works program.

Exhibit #3 being the Neighbourhood Plan on 


a larger scale, depicts the existing street pattern 


shown in heavy lines and the proposed street layout. This 


plan also has contour lines which indicate the general 


configuration of natural drainage to be from west to east. , 


Mr. Spencer pointed out that the proposed location of the 


sewer trunk coincides with the natural slope of the land 


and main surface water drainage course. The optimum 


design, he stated, calls for the sewer line to be in- 


stalled at a minimum depth below the surface of the land 


so that it follows the natural fall of the land and is, 


in essence, gravity assisted. The witness stated that the , 


Respondents’ land is the most westerly affected by the 


proposed taking and that seven other affected land owners 


have made no objection to the proposed sewer trunk 
location. 

Mr. Spencer agam referred to Exhibit #3 
upon which is indicated in orange colour an alternate 
trunk sewer route being north on Chesley Street thence 
east on Chester Street and south on Annabelle Street. 
This alternate route would utilize an existing .road 
allowance and presumably obviate any need for an 


easement. Mr. Spencer, however, stated that this 


alternate route was unacceptable on a number of grounds. 
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From an engineering point of view, this route was 
illogical because the land slopes towards the proposed 
easement, and by going north the excavation to | 
accommodate the sewer line would get progressively 
deeper. This alternate route would entail excavation of 
land between 35 and 40 feet in depth as opposed to the 
proposed route which could be achieved with excavation 


of between 20 and 25 feet. The witness stated that from 


a costing point of view this alternate route would result 
in a net increase of cost in the order of $550.000.00. 


He conceded on being questioned that blasting of rock 


would be necessary whether the proposed route or this 
alternate route was taken. “He further stated that the ! 
lowest part of the natural drainage basin was close to | 
the Respondents’ land and that a culvert exists there | 
which discharges onto the Respondents' lang in we 
conditions. Spring run off and prolonged rainy weather 
have given rise to surface flooding in the past which, 
however, is more of a problem on Chesley Street than on 
Annabelle Street. 

Upon cross-examination Mr. Spencer was ! 
asked whether there was an overall plan for sewers in 


the entire drainage basin.

which were not typical; works over the years had 
lessened surface flooding but not eliminated the problem. 


The installation of laterals was planned but the proposed 


! sewer trunk must have a designed capacity to accommodate 
lands to the west at 
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Stage 2. 

Mr. Spencer stated he was aware of the 
original proposal to install sewers along Stonechurch 
Road which had been made some thirteen years previously 
schematically. When asked if the Region tried to 
accommodate private developers Mr. Spencer replied that 
it was customary to indicate to planners where trunk 
sewers should be located and although minor adjustments 
might be made, no radical changes would normally be made. 
On being questioned on the relative depth of excavation 
necessary to accommodate the trunk sewer, Mr. Spencer 
remained firm that to route it along West Fifth Street 
would result in deeper excavation. He rejected the 
suggestion that it was a viable alternative because it 
was imperative that the installation be at a particular 
elevation at the westerly extremity of the proposed 
route in order to accommodate lands to the west at 
Stage 2. 

fs Referring to Exhibit #4, Mr. Spencer 
stated that at 1/2% grade was necessary to ensure a 
soe soeean gravitational flow; it was preferable to follow 
a straight line as much as possible. In response to 
Mr. Hick's suggestion that the West Fifth Street route 
was more desirable in terms of no bends, the witness 


Spencer stated it would remain more costly because to 


adopt such a route would still entail arriving at the 
required depth; that although the excavation would not 
be as deep it would be over 4 larger distance and the 
increased cost would be in the same order of magnitude, 
i.e. $550.000.00. The witness reverted to the fact 

that in sewer installation the natural low point is the 
criteria for sound engineering practice. He stated that 
engineers start with the low point and consider alterna- 
tive routes within a narrow band, i.e. within fifty feet 
of the proposed route. Upon being asked by Mr. Hick's 
whether detailed analysis of rock depth in the area had 
been made, Mr. Spencer advised that none had been made. 
However, detailed information was available regarding 
the escarpment land form generally which indicated ten 
feet of rock at the west end of the area and fifteen 
feet of rock at the east end. He stated no rock 
samplings had been taken in the area of the West Fifth 
Street route proposed by Mr. Hicks because it was not 


considered a feasible alternative. It was his opinion 


that the surface of the land conformed to the underlying 


rock strata. 


Upon re-examination, Mr. Spencer underlined 


the need for storm sewers in the area: he stated that 
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comparatively small V.L.A. lots with insufficient septic 
tile beds remained a source of pollution in surface 
drainage with high fecal coliforms in surface drainage 
ditches.

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REASONS AND OPINION 


The purpose of this hearing is to enquire 


into whether the taking of a right of easement over the 


subject lands by the expropriating authority, here the 
Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth, is fair, 
sound and reasonably necessary in achieving its ob- 
jective. The objective in this instance is the in- 
stallation of trunk sewer line from Chesley Street 
eastwards in a direct line across Annabelle Street 
thence to West Fifth Street and thence southerly on 
West Fifth Street. 

The Respondents have submitted that the 
Applicant has not made adequate or any analysis to 
enable it to properly consider alternate routes foreots 
trunk sewer line. These alternate routes for the most 
part would utilize existing road allowances and would 
thereby obviate any need for an easement. 

The evidence given by Mr. Spencer, Acting 
Supervisor of Engineering for the Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth, in essence is that the proposed 
route for the trunk sewer line is based on sound 
engineering principles, that it follows the natural 
drainage course of land and that it is also the most 


cost effective route. The Applicant, in fact, considered 
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an alternative route namely north on Chesley Street 
thence east on Chester Avenue and southerly on Annabelle | 
Street. This alternative, in my opinion, has been 
rightly rejected by the Applicant on sound engineering 
considerations for the preference of a trunk sewer line 
with a straight line gravity flow following the natural 
configuration of the land, as well as the cost factor 
involved with longer excavation. 

Insofar as the alternate route proposed 
on behalf of the Respondents, Mr. Spencer conceded that 
no analysis had been made of that route because from an 
engineering viewpoint it was not considered a feasible 
alternative. Mr. Spencer advised the hearing that : 
geographically the proposed location was the optimum be- 
cause of engineering and cost considerations. 

It is trite to say that the rights of 
property owners are not to be regarded lightly, and that 
an interference with those rights should only be per- 
mitted where the expropriating authority has acted 
reasonably-and been diligent to a degree in considering 
viable alternatives and where the public benefit of the 
expropriation clearly outweights any detriment to the 


private owner.

In the instant case Respondents elected 
not to call any expert evidence to refute Mr. Spencer's 
largely technical exposition, nor did the Respondents 
challenge the need for sewer services in the area or 
question the benefit to their lands which the proposed 
sewer line would provide. 

In considering alternatives, it is my view 
that the expropriating authority whilst under an ob- 
ieee to investigate and consider viable alternatives 
is not obliged to consider every alternative. In 
the instant case engineering and cost considerations 
have effectively determined the proposed location and 
as Mr. Spencer indicated, normally viable alternate 
routes would only be considered within narrow lnmics 
of what was initially determined. Weighed against the 
public benefit, the proposed taking of the easement over, 
under and through the Respondents' lands is minimal 
and compensatible in monetary terms. 

i I have concluded that the proposed taking 
by the expropriating authority, here the Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth, is fair, sound and 


reasonably necessary in the achievement of its objective.
